Advice In Passing 


'Announcement comes from Indianapolis to the effect 


that the final message of Governor Marshall to the Indi- 
ana legislature as he retires from his present office to 
shortly assume the duties of the vice presidency, will be 
largely in the nature of recommendations under which he 
believes the legislators can best serve the people by carry- 
ing out in the assembly session which is to be the first un- 
der the Ealston administration. It is understood that 
among other things the governor will advocate a public 
utilities commission, a state penal farm, a workmen's com- 
pensation law, a state home for orphans, and a revision of 
the registration and corrupt practice acts. In point of 
fact these are the subjects which have enlisted the closest 
study from Mr. Marshall during his incumbency of the 
governor's chair. They are set forth as the fruits of pro- 
longed investigation and research at a time when his posi- 
tion enabled him to best see the state's needs, and the 
fruits of ripened judgment that has been formed in the 
school of actual experience in the direction of state affairs. 


. Governor Marshall is much too sensible to be too insist- 


ent regarding advice at the moment of his retirement, and 
it can scarcely be claimed that any motive beyond a sin- 
cere desire to be ctf service to the state he is leaving tem- 
porarily actuates Mr. Marshall in his presentment of the 
vital state issues as he sees them. His recommendations 
at this time will be in the nature of advice in passing, given 
as his final word to a state which he has been proud to 
serve, and which he admittedly has served well. It comes, 
too, from perhaps the one man in Indiana now best quali- 
fied by his close familiarity with the situation to speak. 
[n all probability it is advice which the new legislature 
(vill do well to give serious heed. 


Incidentally, the trial of the dynamiting case at Indi- 


anapolis has enabled District Attorney Charles W. Miller 
to add materially to his professional laurels, and he de- 
^erves every bit of the honor that has come to him. The 
Gosheu man not only devoted months of preparation to 
the trial, but his sustained effort through the long ordeal 
was admirable. Into the dramatic climaxes that marked 
the close of the remarkable trial, also Mr. Miller injected a 
forceful vigor that stamped his work with both courage 
and quality. The case was in many ways most unusual, 
but District Attorney Miller measured up to its demands 
at every step of the long route. 


Over in the region of the city hall there is occasionally 


renewed reference to track elevation or a separation of 
grades at Walton avenue. Citizens with sufficiently long 
memory may recall having heard something of the sort 
back in the mazes of .former administrations, but up to the 
present moment the grade crossing at Walton avenue has 
succeeded in holding its own against all comers.

smoke evil. The fitting of all the Penn- 
sylvania locomotives on lines east and 
west with mechanical stokers or smoke- 
less fireboxes, and the erection of a 275- 
foot stack to take away srooko from 
roundhouses will go far toward elim- 
inating the very considerable contribu- 
tion of unconsumed carbon made by that 
company. 


There remain as wholesome contrib- 


utors of smoke the power plants of of- 
fice and business blocks and the rolling 
mills. Of the first class, the elimina- 
tion of smoke is simply a question of 
providing enough 
furnac", 
and boiler 


room and the proper appliances. Of this. 
ample proof is furnished by the fact 
that there are several sacb plants in op- 
iration without producing smoke, and 
have run that way for years. It is a 
rarious fact that the same owner may 
%ave one plant practically free from the 
smnke evil and another that is a fla- 
grant offender.

First Time in Several Years the Society 


Has Asked fot Aid. 


The Belief union, one of the oldest 


charitable organizations in the city, is 
in need of funds to continue its -work. 
For the past few years this organiza- 
tion has been maintained by the interest 
on the money received from tie sale of 
a house and lot left by a womtn.-who 
was cared for by the union and from 
the sale of property at the corner of 
Rockhill and Pritchard streets. 
The 


total amount thus received was $3,800. 
The interest on this money is $228. To 
this is added donations of money,, gro- 
ceries and 
clothing 
from 
the public 


schools and individuals. There is-also 
a small membership fee and the man- 
agers of the union also sublet part of 
the building occupied. Altogether there 
is an income of about six hundred dol- 
lars a year. From that amount the rent 
of the building, the salary of the super- 
intendent and the maintaining of the 
work room for poor women must be 
taken. 
The sewing class must also be 


kept up. 
Besides all these groceries, 


fuel and clothing must be provided for 
the needy and in some cases rent must 
be paid. The income of the Relief un- 
ion is not sufficient for these things. 
"We shall be grateful for donations and 
hope that old members, who have drop- 
ped out of the societyr and that manv 
of the newcomers to the city will come 
in as members," said one of the long 
standing workers of the union recent- 
lv. 
"It is the lend-a-hand help that

IN THE CIVIL WAR 


Willimantic, 
Conn., Dec. ai:—The 


diiims of Spokane and other western 
veterans to be the youngest civil war 
soldiers do not disturb James Haggerty, 
of this city, who is content to rest on 
his record as the youngest Connecticut- 
born recruit. At fourteen he ran away 
iind enlisted at Norwich in company H, 
Eighteenth regiment. 


-Mr. Hnggcrty is sixty-three, 'having 


been born In Hartford, November 25, 
1849. 
He enlisted for three years on 


January 0, 1864. He is nearly eight 
months younger than Representative Hi- 
ram D;ivis, of Eidgefield, who, however, 
was about as young when he shouldered 
a musket in the war. Equally young 
when he enlisted wa« Daniel 'W. Haver, 
of Derby, born February 6, 1848THe 
was a "Vermont soldier. Representative 
N. Burtoa Rogers, of Danbury, became a 
drummer |boy In the Seventh Connect^ 
cut whenf not quite fifteen.

gravel. The roof was mado of the ribs 
of an immense whale or some mam- 
moth beast long ago extinct. The ribs, 
from twenty to thirty feet long, were 
set to a center column of rocks after 
the fashion of an umbrella. Over this 
framework skins had evidently been 
stretched. The gravel was washed in so 
gradually that many of, the ribs had 
scarcely moved. 


Convinced of the primitive nature of 


the dwelling because of the fact that 
there are no such bones seen anywhere 
in the northern tundra, the men" began 
digging to see what lay on the floor 
and were successful in unearthing a 
stone hatchet weighing twenty-seven 
sounds, a stone knife, or skinning knife 
fashioned, like the modern drawknife of 
the woodworker, and a boadka, or boat 
bailer, a rock shaped like a trough 


The utensil and tools were carried 


Jack to Point Barrow and afterward 
brought here by Mr. Maxwell, but the 
bones were too bulky to be removed 
I hey are in a well protected spot and 
an expedition will attempt next sum- 
mer to bring them and such other ar- 
ticles as may -be unearthed here for the 
purpose of installing in the university 
museum the house as it stood in. the 
primitive ages.

Frye taking her husband's 
place and "boshing them when she saw 
fit.-*' So when the last incident wns ex- 
plained to him he says he notified Prof. 
Frye that Mrs. Frye could not substi- 
tute for him. Then came the principal's 
resignation.
